WASHINGTON* , November 27.— The new 


Democratic tariff bill has been given 
out. Its provisions fulfill every expecta- 
tion of tboac who predicted it would bo 
a measure o£ radical reform. In many 
respects it is u surprise, even to Demo- 
crats, QB it is unprecedented in many 
provisions. 


The free list is of liberal scope and is 


sufficient to satisfy the most radical ad- 
vocate of reform, and the repudiation of 
the principle of reciprocity is decisive 
and emphatic. 


Thus the bill, in addition to the tariff 


reforms will, if passed, necessitate the 
readjustment of the treaties with South 
American countries which enjoy practi- 
cal or theoretical reciprocity with the 
United States. 
The liounty on sugar, instead of being 


repealed at "once, will be repealed by 
many gradations and will not reach the 
full effect till -after the close of the pres- 
ent century. Beginning March 1st next

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THE TIME TOO SHORT. 


Some portions of the sUitc arc evi- 


dently under u misapprehension ae to 
the terms find conditions on-which the 
round-trip tickets from the East to the 
Midwinter Fair are to be issued. It has 
been elated that these tickets would 
give time to see theoxpositionand noth- 
ing more, and that the state at largo 
would derive no benefit from the visitors 
coming on such tickets. A few words 
of explanation will set the matter right. 


In the first place the regular round- 


trip rate from. Chicago is $102.50, and 
tickets of this kind are tropd for nine 
months. The Midwinter Fair excursion 
rate from Chicago; good for the round 
trip, is $85.60, and the ticket does not 
expire until the 30th of April, thus giv- 
ing four whole months for coming and 
Bccing California and returning. The only 
limitation is that not more than fifteen 
days shall be consumed in coming and 
fifteen in returning, and the passenger 
may enter the state by way of Oaden or 
Portland and return via Los Angeles 
over either the Southern Pacific or the 
Atlantic & Pacific-, 
Deducting actual 


traveling time, sav twelve days, the ex- 
cursionist stilt has'about IDS days within 
which to seethe midwinter Fair and the 
state of California. 


Perhaps it would be better for the 


railroad companies to limit these excur- 
sion tickets to four months from the 
t'jne of 
their purchase, no 
matte-r 


whether bought early or late, for even if 
excursionists choose to come late in the 
ipring and stay until after the exposi- 
tion closes, the state and the railroads 
will get the benefit of their visit. Tliu 
railroads can arrange very easily to let 
such tickets lap over, since they can 
handle the business with entire ease. 


The Chronicle has not 
deemed it 


necessary for a loiu; time to urge or even 
assert that the Midwinter Fair is to be a 
Btate and not a municipal or local enter- 
prise, and we regret to see any indica- 
tions even of misunderstanding on that 
point. The whole sUile is awake to the 
importance of the fair and .ilire to the 
benefits which will flow from it, and it 
ia neither wise nor kind for any section 
to hunt up or imagine a grievance where 
none exists. Critics aud fault 
finders 


should at least be certain of their facts 
before they pass judgment.—San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. 


It is not evident from the Chronicle1 


statement that the interior papers mis- 
understand this important matter lit all, 
and so far as charging the protests which 
have been made to an unkind and un- 
wise spirit of fault finding, such conclu- 
sion is entirely unjustified by the con- 
duct of the papers of the interior, which 
have without exception given n loyal 
and enthusiastic support to the Midwin- 
ter Fair from its inception to the pres- 
ent time.

Chronicle,

To consider the matter briefly and 


candidly, it is reasonable to presume 
that most of the eastern visitors will re- 
main in Sun Francisco up to the time M 
starting on their return trip; at least, 
that not any considerable portion of 
them will go to the expense of paying 
for extra transportation to points so far 
distant as Fresno and other of the lead- 
ing agricultural districts of the state. 
In using their return tickets the visitor 
will have but little over a week in which 
to visit outlying portions of the state 
and inspect their resources. This makes 
it entirely impracticable for the ticket 
holder to attempt to pay a visit of in- 
spection to isiore than one section of the 
state, and the time for that purpose 
even is more limited than it should 
be.

majority of visitors after having ex- 
hausted the interests of the fair and the 
city of San Francisco, will conclude that 
the few days of grace which their ticket 
allows them after leaving San Francisco 
must be spent among tbe 
far-famed 


orange groves of Southern California or 
the boom cities of the northwest, and 
that the- San Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys will thus be unseen by thous- 
ands who would otherwise avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to make an 
extended tour of the state, stopping nt 
all the principal points of interest along 
the route selected by them? 


If this proposed limitation is not a 


plain case of injustice to the interior, 
we should be pleased to have some one 
explain, why it is not. As one of the 
interior papers which has called atten- 
tion to this injustice, THE REPI-BI.ICAN 
wishes to say that it is not doing so 
•with any captious or fault-finding mo- 
tives, but with the hope that a sufficient 
amount of sentiment against this mis- 
taken limitation may be awakened to 
cause a change to be made which will 
give the visitors ample time to visit 
more than one or two localities in the 
atate. If this is not done the usefulness 
of the fair to the state in a broad and 
general sense will be greatly impaired.
